fleeing criminals. 


The tunnel under the prison is 


used for electncal equipment run- 
ning between the' prison and a 
powerhouse outside the fence. An 
employe found the tunnel door in 
the powerhouse open and notified 
guards. 


All Long-Termers 


All the desperadoes are long- 


termers who had been placed in a 
special security cell block. It is 
not known if any are armed. 


L. A. Strubble, deputy Alabama 


prison commissioner, said the dogs 
picked up the~tra*f *oolr*fterthe 
daring break about 8:30 (CST). 
But the convicts kept a jump 
ahead of their pursuers all night 


The search area is about 65 


miles northeast of Mobile. Most of 
the escapees are robbers with long 
records, and one was serving two 
sentences for rape. 


They jimmied a door leading 


from the* security cell block into 
the tunnel, and got by two other 
doors before emerging in the pris- j 
on powerhouse 25 feet beyond the 
fence. 


They apparently used a key on 


the second door in the tunnel, 
Strubble said, because there were 
no signs it had been forced. 


Scuff marks indicated one of the 


desperate band slipped under a 
thiiS tunnel door through a drain- 
age channel only 8% inches high 
and 9 inches wide.,

His Physician 
Says Feeding 
Is Difficult 
77-Year-Old Pontiff 
Causes Concern as 
Specialists Called 
VATICAN CITY UP)— 


Pope Pius' difficulty in tak- 
ing food has continued to 
weaken him, said the first of* 
ficial bulletin issued on las 
condition today by his private 
physician. 


The bulletin, issued by Prof. Ric- 


cardo Galeazzi - Lisi, said it is 
hoped "as soon as possible to re- 
peat particular X-ray examinations 
to determine the condition both of 
the Pope's gastric area as well 
as of other organs in that area." 


Ha* Fever 


The bulletin said that "since Jan. 


25. the Holy Father has shown, 
together with a light fever, symp- 
toms of gastritis, preceded by in- 
sistent hiccups." 


"Objective c l i n i c a l examina- 


tions," it added, "excluded any 
other peritoneal (abdominal lining) 
reaction whatsoever and labora- 
tory examinations resulted normal 
(excluding tne possibility of an ab- 
normal amount of nitrogen in the 
blood or of cardiac lesions.)" 


The bulletin said the 77-year-old 


Pope has continued to weaken. 


"The general state, weakened by 


excessive, prolonged labor, both 
mental and physical, has suffered 
a further weakening because of the 
fatiguing gastric disturbance and 
the difficulty of feeding " 


Shews Anxiety 


,,Th« bulletin, underlined the anx- 
iety felt for the Pope's condition. 
It was believed to be the first one 
ever issued by his personal phy- 
sician. 


The bulletin said previous X-ray 


examinations had shown the Pope's 
gastric area and organs in that 
area to be normal. It did not say, 
however, when these examinations 
had been made 


"The hiccups," the bulletin said, 


"have vanished for three days,"

Congress Ponders Who Should Have 


Relief From Taxes First 


Tax relief for business first or for individuals first— 


which would give the economy the bigger boost? 


Industry is bending congressional ears just now, seeking 


more liberal depreciation rates—something the average citi- 
zen may be a little hazy about. Industry holds that this 
would spur business and create jobs. 


The changes would apply to new farm buildings and 


equipment, and new rental housing, as well as to new facto- 
ries and machinery, and commercial and industrial buildings. 


Individuals would like a cut in personal income tax pay- 


ments. 
So would William McChesney Martin, jr., head of the fed- 


eral reserve system, in aU probability. 


But he tells congressmen: "If you increase the money 


consumers have to spend through raising tax exemptions 
on personal income taxes, there is no guarantee that the con- 
sumer will spend the money."

* • 


Many a citizen, on the contrary, may be quite sure that 


he'll have to spend any money saved him on taxes—and the 
merchants to whom he is in debt might be interested in see- 
ing the color of that money. 


But most businessmen will go along with Martin's be- 


lief that at this time of recession worries the emphasis should 
be on the production side.*

Here is how businessmen figure that liberalization of 


depreciation rates would spur production and create or save 
jobs: 


. The present practice in reckoning income tax returns is 


for businessmen to charge off the cost of plant and equip- 
ment over the estimated wear life of the property.

plant in its early years before it may become outdated. 


They argue that such a change would spur manufactur- 


ers to put in new and more efficient machines now, would 
encourage shopkeepers to modernize now; would induce 
farmers to get new labor-saving equipment now.

NEW YORK-JDocumentary proof now available in the published, 


records of the -Jenner committee of the Senate -shows that Drew Pear- 
son's Communist "leg-man," the late Andrew Older, was a brother 
of a woman who repeatedly refused to answer under oath whether 
she was a Communist and, ultimately, was awarded $27,000 by a 
tribunal of the United Nations because she was fired 
for refusing to answer. 


Andrew Older was exposed as a secret Com- 


munist employed by Pearson in the guise of news- 
paper "reporter." He was identified as a Commu- 
nist in July, 1951 by Mrs. Mary Stalcup Markward, 
a Washington housewife who joined the party at 
the behest of the FBI to obtain information. 


Pearson also employed one David Katz, alias 


Karr, who had worked on the Daily Worker in New 
York. Madeline Karr, his wife, for some time en- 
joyed the run of the White House during the Tru- 
man administration in the role ,of special correspondent of an obscure 
New York weekly published In "the Greek language. The paper pres- 
ently came under anti-Communist management and she was not re- 
tained. 
Gen. Harry Vaughan caused her credentials to be taken 


up. The new editor of the paper said it had no legitimate need ot 
a special correspondent in the White House. 


Mrs. Karr once applied for con- 


ttcitnrook 


fidential work with the intelligence 
section of the assistant chief of 
staff in Washington. 


Older's sister is Mrs. Julia Older 


Bazer. She spent about three years 
in Moscow 
editing a Russian 


paper. Both she and Andrew were 
born 
in 
Hartford, Conn., 
the 


daughter and son of a naturalized 
immigrant from Kaunas, Lithuan- 
ia. Abner S. Ullman, f6r a time 
the United States attorney for the 
district of New Haven, Conn., was 
named as their cousin. 


At the time of the expose of 


Older's Communist membership, 
the Washington Post, 
Pearson's 


principal propaganda outlet in the 
Capital, failed to mention the fact 
that he had been one of Pearson's 
operatives. The city editor of the 
Post, a man who admitted that 
he formerly had been a member 
of the Young Communist League, 
gave a technical explanation of 
this omission. Mrs. Markward also 
named Older's wife, Isabel, as a 
party member. 


The purpose of the Jenner com- 


mittee in examining Mrs. Bazer 
was not to investigate her brother 
nor Pearson's staff but to ascer- 
tain how the United Nations could 
grant large cash indemnities to a 
group of American citizens "con- 
cerning whom," as Jenner put it, 
"there is evidence of Communist 
membership." Jenner also said 
Mrs. Bazer and two American 
men who had been employed by 
the United Nations, who also got 
large cash indemnities under sim- 
ilar conditions from the same U.N. 
tribunal, were at that time, Sep- 
tember, 1953, all working for one 
firm in New York. This was Her- 
scJmft Products, Inc. 


Although 
the 
fact 
was 
well 


known t h a t Pearson employed 
Karr and Older and thus gave 
them the s%me free access to im- 
portant information that other re- 
porters enjoy, there was no previ- 
ous background knowledge about 
Older to conflict with Pearson's 
self-serving 
explanation that he 


regarded Older as merely "an un- 
fortunate youngster." The impli- 
cation was that Older was harm- 
less. 


It may be recalled, in this con- 


nection, that A. A. Berle, one of 
the New Deal playboys in the 
State department under Roosevelt, 
but a member of the anti-Soviet 
clique, testified1* that secret infor- 
mation known as "magic" was 
..leaking into Pearson's column. He 
also expressed 
suspicion against 


one of Pearson's "leg-men" but 
did not say whether this was Karr 
or someone else. Older was not 
working for Pearson at the time 
Berle dealt with. 


Under examination by Robert 


Morris,, then counsel to the Jenner 
committee, now a municipal judge 
in New York, Mrs. Bazer said her 
first husband was Dr. Nathan 
Helfgott, whom she married in 
1947. But she refused on constitu- 
tional grounds to say whether he 
was "the doctor for the Soviet em- 
bassy" in Washington, whether he 
was a member of the Communist 
party or whether she asked for or 
got a job with the embassy. Helf- 


gott died and the widow married 
Irving Bazer in 1950. She refuted 
on the same ground to answer 
whether Bazer had been active in 
the party at Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 
(which is near Hyde Park;, wheth- 
er he ever was manager of a 
ranch at San Cristobal, N. M., 
near the atomic energy research 
center, or whether she ever visited 
this ranch. 


Of course, she also refused to 


say whether she was or ever had 
been a member of the Communist 
party, but Mr. Morris introduced 
an official document showing that 
one of the reasons for the award 
of $27,000 to her by the U. N. was 
the fact that she stated "on more 
than one occasion" that she never 
had been a party member. 


Mrs. 
Bazer described herself as 


an editor and sketchily traced her 
career from her graduation from 
Wellesley i/ 1926. After post-grad- 
uate study at Columbia and in 
Switzerland she got into a situa- 
tion which in 1953 put her to the 
necessity of refusing to say wheth- 
er she went to Moscow in 1934 and 
stayed there until 1937. She re- 
fused to say whether she had 
"Communist training" in Moscow, 
whether she ever knew A n n a 
Louise Strong, whose political rec- 
ord is notorious, or ever was a 
correspondent 
of 
the 
Universal 


Trade Press Syndicate or a writer 
for the Moscow Weekly News. 


Documentary statements which 


she had made in the past included 
claims that she had worked for 
the Hartford Courant and and had 
xvntten for Ihe New York Times. 
Chnstian Science Monitor, Boston 
Globe and London Observer. She 
was drawing about $9,000 a year 
from the United Nations when she 
Iqst her job. This was the second 
time she had been laid by the heels 
on suspicion of her attachment to 
the Soviet's political arm in the 
United States. 


She got her first government job 


with the Farm Security Adminis- 
tration in 1938 and bounced from 
job to job In the bureaucratic net- 
work until she went to Paris "on 
assignment" to work at the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the U. N. in 1948.

REVERSING OUR DECISIONS 
PUTS STRAIN ON LITTLE BOY

In the supermarket, Martin's mother is picking out a ham. Martin 


gets bored. Wandering off to the candy department, hevrtturns with 
a. bottle of sugar balls. He says, "Get these, mom; buy these, will 
you?" 
„ 


"No,"'8ay« his mother. "Put the bottle back. You have candy at 


home." 


Martin does not obey. Through canned goods, cereals and bakery 


products, he trails his mother, demanding that she purchase the candy. 
At the cashier's counter when he presents it again to her attention, 
she says impatiently, "Can't you ever take 'No' for'an answer? Re- 
member now, if I buy this bottle for you, you can't have any candy out 
of it before supper ..." 


Four blocks from the supermarket, Martin begins agitation to re- 


verse his mother's second decision. "Can I have a candy now, mom?" 
he asks. "Just one?" 


He succeeds in countermanding her again to the same accompani- 


ment of vexation and attack. Angrily, his mother opens the candy 
bottle, shoves a sugar ball at him and cries, "Pester, pester, pester— 
that's all you can do! Just you wait till your father gets home and I 
tell him how you've been pestering me ..." 


Sucking his candy, seven-year-old Martin has no idea whatever of 


the price he has paid for it. 


At his age, ho, does not know that making decisions puts strains 


upon his self-confidence. He does not realize that reversing the de- 
cisions of authority puts even more strain upon his self-confidence. 


Nor, poor little boy, does he know that when these reversed de- 


cisions are accompanied by his mother's threats, they can put his self- 
confidence entirely out of commission. 


We don't ask the president of the United States. We don't ask the 


leader of our nation to veto a congressional decision alone, without 
support. 


But his mother has asked Martin to do that about her decision. 
That's why he's an overactive and nervous little boy. It is why 


he grinds his teeth at night and can't concentrate at school. It is why 
he fights other children so aggressively on his blocR. 


He is nervously exhausted by the fearful responsibility of serving 


as his own authority under persistent angry attack. 


When we mean what we say to children, we shield them against 


this appalling form of responsibility. And if we find it reasonable to 
reverse what we've said, we don't attack them for changing our minds 
for us.

Chicago dogs—more than 250,000— 
be vaccinated against rabies. 


The city's worst mad dog scare 
n nearly 20 years prompted city 
health authorities to request the 
order from the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture to force innoculation 
of all dogs, rather than Just stray 
animals. "~ 


Dog-catchers were ordered on a 


24-hour-a-day basis instead of the 
present single eight hour shift as 
he number of persona, bitten 
mounted td rAore thamso a day this 
month. 


Health Department officials said 


this was twice the number reported 
in January after an anti-rabies 
quarantine was ordered for the 
city and part of Cook County. The 
order, broadened Thursday to in- 
clude all of Cook County, requires 
owners of dogs to keep their ani- 
mals confined or leashed and muz- 
zled. 


The city's dog pound was over 


jrowded with 346 animals, includ 
ing 196 described by dog catchers 
as "biters." The "biters" are kepr 
under observation ror 15 days be 
fore they may be released to own 
ers. Strays are destroyed if they 
are not claimed or sold within five 
days. Dog-'- catchers brought in 
nearly 100 dogs Thurscay and 
sheriff's police killed 20 strays. 


Sheriff John E. Babb sjtarted re 


cruiting special rifle teams from 
among- his deputies to cope with 
the situation. The quarantine au 
thorization provides that police cai 
shoot or capture stray dogs on 
Sight. 


The Health Department reported 


that in the first three days of Feb 
ruary 242 persons in Chicago had 
reported being bitten by dogs; the 
heads of six dogs had shown rabies 
and 32 persons had started anti% 
rabies treatment. 


Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, Health 


department president, said owners 
of dogs must arrange and pay for 
inoculations. 


Board of health figures on the 


city's dog population ranged from 
100,000 to 150,000 strays and 150,000 
to 250,000 with owners.

Among the subjects discussed 


was the lack of cover for game 
birds in Northern Illinois, and 
notably in this area, due to the 
removal of hedges, extensive weed 
control and the cleaning out of 
fence rows which formerly pro- 
vided cover and feed. Unless re- 
medial measures are taken, game 
birds such as pheasants and quail 
may yet become a rarity in this 
area, as the prairie chicken now 
is. The club says the solution ap- 
pears to be the planting of multi- 
flora rose fences which will not 
only provide cover, but will also 
provide feed for the birds when 
needed by them. 


For the third year, the East End 


Sportsmen's club is sponsoring a 
program of providing cover and 
feed for game birds by the plant- 
ing of multiflora rose fences. After 
a number of years of raising day- 
old pheasant chicks to the age 
where they may be released, the 
club is now seeking to have farm- 
ers plant some area on their farms 
with multiflora rose plants in order 
that these birds now on hand may 
survive and reproduce a hardy, 
thrifty type of pheasant, quite pos- 
sibly of a healthier type than those 
reared by artificial means and re- 
leased to take their chances of 
living long enough to last- into the 
hunting season.

Mrs. Lawson said Thursday a

Even if the Americans can't get 


to those other planets yet, says 
Avarin, theylre meanwhile using- 
the space films to scare the U.S. 
taxpayer so badly he won't mind 
paving the bill for rearming. Ac- 
cording to the Soviet writer, the 
destruction of New Tork shown 
in the movie "When Worlds Col- 
lide" is an attempt to give "the 
common American man a deadly 
fright and to justify the arma- 
ments race." 


At least one space man isn't 


even a good actor in the Soviet 
view. Avarin described swimming 
star Buster Crabbe as "one of the 
nine pseudo-actors who played 
Tarzan in the Hollywood films." 
He told his readers Buster played 
Flash Gordon "quite colorlessly." 


Avarin reported that Flash, 


Buck, Video, Superman and Bruce 
Gentry all "defeat the terrible 
•Atom Man' and the 'superkiller' 
Cain 'who try to gain control of 
the world." Their films, he con- 
tinued, "show all kinds of atomic, 
electric and thermo weapons, ex- 
plosive flying discs, atom eyes, 
stratoplanes, cosmovibrators and 
other weapons of mass destruc- 
tion." 


Blame Baruch 


The critic said such "atomists" 


as Bernard Baruch and the late 
Secretary of Defense James V. 
Forrestal ordered Hollywood to 
lanuch the spac ecampaign when 
America thought it had a monop- 
oly on the atom bomb.^The pur- 
pose: "To de everything possible 
to frighten the .forces of peace and 
democracy with the United States 
atom bomb monoply." 


But when Russia exploded her 


bomb, Avarin continued, Holly- 
wood entered a new phase. The 
movie men "foretold the inevita- 
bility of interplanetary wars and 
propagandized the idea of conquer- 
ing the universe."

Union Seeks 
Stability in 
Plant Strike 


NORWALK. Conn. <*—A union 


fight reflecting the frequently ex- 
pressed concern in New England 
over the shift of its industries to 
the South has produced one of the 
longest strikes in recent Connecti- 
cut history. 


Heart of the dispute, now seven 


months old, is a union demand for 
a contract guarantee from the Hat 
Corp. of America that it will shift 
no more of its Norwalk operations 
to another state. 


Local 19, United Hatters, Cap 


and Millinery Workers Internation- 
al Union (AFL) calls the strike, 
involving some 1,400 workers, a 
battle for job security. 


Says its- president, James V. 


Novaco: 


"We have no objection to plant 


expansion, provided no jobs are 
lost to Norwalk." 


The corporation contends that to 


yield to the demand would make 
it a captive industry. 


W. P. Morin, corporation vice 


president says, "The company in- 
sists it must be free to make what- 
ever changes are necessary to pre- 
serve its business." 


The corporation has offered to 


give severance pay to any dis- 
placed workers; That's not enough, 
says the union. 


Behind the strike lie three years 


of union-management jockeying, 
beginning with a corporation an- 
nouncement in 1950 that it planned 
to move part of its straw hat oper- 
ations from this industrial, center 
of 50,000 to a new plant in Win- 
chester, Term. 


The shift cost 100 Norwalk work- 


ers their jobs. The union demand- 
ed and received in its 1952 con- 
tract, however, an "employment 
stability" clause guaranteeing, for 
one year; that no more workers 
would lose their jobs. 


With 1953. came a management 


announcement that the corporation 
planned to move more of its oper- 
ations to Nevada, Mo., a commu- 
nity of 8,000. 


It brought from the union a flat 


assertion that unless the company 
dropped its plans to move more 
of its operation, the plant would be 
struck. 


The company refused to give any 


such guarantee. The strike follow- 
' ed on July 9.

WASHINGTON (*-The United 


States, which already'has atom 
bomber planes in Europe* and is 
preparing to send nuclear guided 
missile, units there, is bee/ing up 
its artillery strength on the Eu- 
ropean defense line.

meter cannon will go to Germany 
in the next three months, the Army 
disclosed Thursday.

The bomber planes, missiles and 


artillery represent a new atomic

Stationed in England are B47 me- 


dium jet bomber planes. Elsewhere 
in free Europe are jet fighter- 
bomber planes, able to hit with 
tactical-size atomic bombs. 


The Matador guided missile, cap- 


able of taking either a convention- 
al explosive or atomic warhead, 
reportedly has a range of over 400 
miles.

T. Stevens told reporters Wednes- 
day that if a soldier or officer 
invokes the Fifth Amendment "He 
is not entitled to an honorable dis- 
charge."

Stevens' comment was on a case 


in which Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) 
declared the Army had allowed an 
officer to resign instead of firing 
him after what McCarthy Claimed 
was the officer's refusal to specify 
for Senate committee investigators 
whether he ever had Communist 
connections. 


Defense Department officials say 


there is no inclination to challenge 
the basic premise, set forth in an 
executive order of last April by 
President Eisenhower, that govern- 
merit employes who invoke the 
Fifth Amendment should be (prop- 
ped from employment. What goes 
for civilians should go for the, mili- 
tary, these defense officials say. 


But how should the aimed forces 


go abcut it? 


Stevens said such a man was 


not entitled to "honorable dis- 
charge." That left open the ques- 
tion of whether he meant a soldier 
or officer could be drummed out 
of service with a dishonorable dis- 
charge. 


A dishonorable discharge is thi 


most drastic of several methods 
of discharging a service man. It 
cuts off pay and allowances, stops 
back-pay, denies veterans' bene- 
fits and, under certain conditions, 
may deprive a man of citizenship 
rights.

Plans Switch 
To Evacuation 


WASHINGTON I*) — The Federal 


Civil Defense Administration says 
authorities tshould now plan for at 
least partly emptying cities if they 
lie in the path of an enemy air 
attack. 


This is a change from FCDA'a 


policy of advising city populations 
to stay put and take shelter. The 
agency's explanation Thursday was 
that now there seems good pros- 
pect there will be a warning time 
"at a minimum, one hour in coast, 
al or border areas, and two hours 
or more In the interior of the 
country. . ." 
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
